‘day from 8t. Louis, where he confer- 


_grain-raising states. He laid before 
ithe president plans under which the 
federal government, working in co- 
operation with staté and local agen- 
‘cies, will .put forth its utmost endeav- 
ors to stimulate the production and 
economical distribution of food. 
Outline of the Plans. 

The  plans~ include a requést for 
legislation giving the government the 
power to regulate and fix food prices 
if necessary and to license large dis- 
tributing agencies. Secretary Hous- 
ton tomorrow will begin conferences 
with congressional leaders to agree 
on the terms of the needed bills. 

To continue the government’s agi- 
tation for increased production, and 
economy in the use of foodstuffs, Pres- 
ident Wilson probably will issue. a 
proclamation to the nation soon call- 
|ing attention to the situation. A sug- 
this effect, approved by 
. Secretary *’ Houston, was laid before 
him today by Representative Fisher, 
of Tennessee,,and J. R. Paine, of 
Memphis, representing. the Tri-State 
Better Farming association. 

Secretary Houston already has be- 
gun the erection of an onmaatantion 
extending into every state, throug 
which the activities of the federal gov- 
ernment can be carried on. This or- 
ganization will be represente® in the 
states by the commissioners of agri- 
culture and agents of the land grant 
colleges, and in local communities by 
committtees of farmers and business 
men. | 

Secretary Houston sald the govern- 
ment was counting on the active co- 
operation of every man, woman and 
child in the United States, and that the 
increased power to ‘be requested of 
congress was only aimed to meet local 
situations and emergencies where dras- 
| tic action might be necessary. 
Before going to St. Louis, Mr. Hous- 
ton planned to hold a conference in 
the east. The St. Louis meeting was 
so largely attended by men from all 
parts of the United States, however, 
that he now believes another immedi- 
ate conference is unnecessary, and will 
devote himself to working out the 
plans formulated at St. Louls. 

The government expects people in 
the cities to stop the waste of food, 
and people in the country to raise 
more. The task of getting young men 
and boys not needed in the army or 
in industries to undertake farm work 
. will be undertaken. 

Reresentative Fisher told the prest- 
dent that unusual efforts will be made 
to stimulate the production of food 
in the cotton-growing states of the 
; south. Co-operation in this movement, 
he sald, already is being given by bus- 
iness men as well as farmers.

The lightships or 
other markers of courses to be followed 
are given with compass bearings for 
the information of the mariners. 

“A vessel desiring to cross a defen- 
sive area,” the regulations state, ‘shall 
proceed to the vicinity of the. entrance 
to the proper channel, flying her na- 
tional colors, together with internation- 
&l code number and pilot signal, and 
there awalt communication with the 
harbor entrance patrol. It is expressly 
prohibited for any vessel to enter the 
limits of a defensive sea area other- 
wise than at a designated entrance and 
after authorization by the harbor en- 
trance patrol. 

“Boats and other craft employed in 
the harbor entrance ag will be 
distinguished by the union jack, which 
will be shown from a position forward; 
they will also fiy the usual naval pen- 
nant. At night they will show a verti- 
cal hoist of three lights, white, red 
and white in the order named. 

“On receiving permission from the 
harbor entrance patrol to enter a defen- 
sive sea area, a vessel must comply 
with all instructions as to pilotage and 
other matters that she may receive 
from proper authority, either before or 
——- the passage across the area; it 
is understood that-only upon condition 
of such compliance is the said permis- 
sion granted. 

“No permission will be anted to 
other than a public vessel of the United 
States to cfoss a defensive sea area be- 
tween sunset and sunfise; nor during 
the prevalence of weather conditions 
that render navigation difficult or 
dangerous. A vessel arriving off a de- 
fensive sea area after sunset shall an- 
chor or lie-to at a distance of at least 
a mile outside its Iimits until the fol- 
lowing sunrise; vessels discovered near 
the liimts of the area at night may be 
fired upon. . 

“No vessel shall be permitted to pro- 
ceed within the liniits of a defensive 
sea area at a greater speed than five 
knots per hour. 

“All matters pertaining to fishery 
and the passage of smal) crafts with- 
in a defensive sea area shall be regu- 
lated by the senior officer of the harbor 
entranee patrol. 

“These regulations are subject to 
modification by the senior officers of 
the harbor entrance patrol when the 
public interests may require, and such 
notification as circumstances may per- 
mit will be issued regarding modifica- 
tion thus made. 

“Any master of a vessel or other per- 
son within the vicinity of a dedfensive 
sea who shall violate these regulations, 
or shall fail to obey an order to sto 
or heave-to or shall perform any ac 
threatening the efficiency of mine or 
other defenses or the safety of naviga- 
tion or shall take any action inimical 
to the interests of the United States in 
its prosecution of war, may be detained 
therein by ce of arms and, renders 
himself liable to prosecution. :

While life in federal prison isn't 
entirely satisfactory, still there are 
worse things, now that war is on, ac- 
cording to Captain Alfred A. Fritzen, 
of the German artillery, who prefers it 
to life in the trenches,

; Captain Fritzen recently arrived in 
Atlanta to begin serving a sentence of 
eighteen months for complicity with 
Captain Fritz von Papen in a plot to 
dynamite the Welland canal, aving 
been convicted in the United States dis- 
trict court of New York. 

“Prison is bad,” he said upon reach- 
ing the tlanta institution, “but the 
trenche# are worse. Of the two, prison 
is at aeast more healthful. en I 
have’éompleted sentence, I'll be able to 
tell my experiences—something I hard- 
ly presume I would be able to do had 
I continued in the trenches.’’ 

Captain Fritzen saw service in the 
early stages of the war, serving with 
the Prussian artillery. He was con- 
victed after Von Papen, the man ac- 
cused of leading the plot, had been 
sent from America by government au- 
thorities. Von Papen was attached to 
the German embassy in Washington. 

Fritzen is accused of having aided 
Von Papen in the anti-American plot 
to the extent of going with two others 
in a motorboat to a barge anchored off 
the Statue of Liberty, where they pro- 
cured 200 ~~ of dynamite, which 
was carried to Buffalo, N. Y., to be 
later used in the proposed dynamiting 
of the Welland canal.

The Equitable Life Assurance com- 
pany has issued an official statement 
in which they outline the provisions 
their company make in policies issued 
to men in the army and navy. The 
statement follows: 

“The insured may, at any time, without 
the consent of the society, engage in mili!- 
tary or naval service within the continental 
limits of the United States. 

“In connection with active warfare out- 
side the continental limits of the United 
States in time of war during the first five 
years of the policy, an extra premium will 
be charged. 

“Policies will be issued to members of, 
or those intending to join, military or naval 
organizations in the United States, for 
amounts not to exceed $5,000, with no other 
conditions than those above expressed. 

“Policies will be issued to members of 
the regular army and navy for amounts 
not to exceed $5,000 at the regular occupa- 
tion extra, with no conditions than those 
above expressed. 

“Insurance for amounts in excess of 
$5,000 will be issued to members of the 
national guard, naval reserve or other mili- 
tary and naval organizations and to. mem- 

the regular army and navy in a

“No extra premium to cover active mill- 
tary or nav service at home or abroad 
wili be charged on outstanding policies is- 
sued in the United Stafes prior to the war.”

Gid Morris, of Marietta, veteran of 
the civil war, feels that his fighting 
days are, perhaps, over, but he is not 
too old to do his “bit” for Uncle Sam 
at war, according to a letter which 
he has written Governor Harris, in 
which he offers to operate a farm for 
the government. 

His letter is as follows: 

“Hon. Nat Harris—Dear Comrade and 
like that my fighting days

Actual Construction of Rail- 
road Assured, Asserts 
Jack J. Spalding. 


Following the issuance by Secretary 
of State Phil Cook, of a charter for the 
North Georgia Mineral railroad, au- 
thorizing that road to build a line from 
near Cartersville to Atlanta, plans will 
now be made for the actual construc- 
tion of the railroad, according to Jack 
J. Spalding, of Spalding & King, attor- 
neys for the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, for whom the North Georgia 
Mineral is said to be acting in seeking 
the charter. 

Due to the delay in obtaining the 
charter, brought about by the passage 
of the anti-paralleling act and the le- 
gal fight which ensued and which has 
just been decided by the state supreme 
court in favor of the railroad, thus 
forcing any immediate financing to_ be 
done in the midst of war times, Mr. 
Spalding was not certain that the work 
of construction will begin at once. He 
stated, however, that he is not author- 
ized to state that it will not begin at 
once, and that, in any event, the road 
will ultimately be built, just as was 
originally intended. Mr. Spalding stated 
that between $130,000 and $140,000 have 
already been spent in acquisition of 
right-of-way. 

The charter for the North Georgia 
Mineral railroad was granted Thursday, 
after the secretary of state had con- 
ferred with Governor Harris, who stated 
that the supreme court having decided 
the case, he. could urge his objections 
against issuing the charter no further 
and that it appeared ¢hat everything 
possible had been done in the premises.

In addition to tendering the use of 
the land, Mr. Davis states that he and 
others are willing to manage the farm 
for the govérnment, if the government 
sees fit to avail itself of their services.
